RENMABILITATION CONVENTION 
OPENS AT ELKS CLUB 
HOUSE TODAY. 


Considerable interest centers in the 
rehabilitation convention to be held 
today at the Elke Club, Third and 
Olive streets. A large delegation of 
representatives and visitors from 
various clubs and organizations ts 
expected, both from out of the elty 
and from Los Angeles.

SCALE PLANNED. 


Thirty-one Streets to be Per- 


manently Improved. 


Largest Since 


War Ban was Lifted. 


Argues that Public Can't W ait 


Private Action. 


The most extensive. plan for re- 
sumption of public tmprovement 
work yet undertaken by the City 


Council since the signing of the 


armistice and the subsequent lift- 


ing of the ban by the Capital Issues 


Committee of the Federal govern- 


ment was started in the City Coun- 


cil yesterday. This has in view the 
permanent improvement of thirty- 
one streets in this city, It is pro- 
posed that these improvements be 
carried through under the Bond pro- 
visions of the 1911 et. 

With only the dissenting vote of 
Councilman Conaway, the Council 
yesterday adopted the report of its 
Public Works Committee, instruct- 
ing the City Engineer to prepare the 
ordinances of intention for this pav- 
ing work. Mr. Conaway’s objection 
was on the ground that the Council's 
policy heretofore had been to order 
permanent improvement of streets 
only when petitioned for by the di- 
rectly-interested property owners. 

Other members of the Council 
took the stand that there is no 
justice in the constant exvenditure 
of money from the general expense 
fund of the city for the routing, oil- 
ing and rolling of streets where the 
property owners neglect or refuse to 
petition for permanent § improve- 
ments and that the time has come 
when a large number of streets must 
he removed from this class and be 
permanently paved. 

The report of the Public Works 
Committee ye" 

“On May 18, 1919, there was pre- 
sented to the Council a communi- 
cation from Councilman J. B. 
Reeves, No. 1063, regarding the 
condition of streets in this city, said 
report, in substance, calling the 
Councils attention to the fact that 
there were about 511 miles of paved 
streets in this city, and about 840 
miles of streets which have been 
routed, rolled and oiled by the pub- 
lic works department. 

“This file was referred to the 
City Engineer, in conjunction with 
the Public Works Committee, for 
the purpose of oDfaining the de- 


sired results: That is, what proceed- 


ings should be inatituted for the per- 
manent paving of streets in this 
ty. 


“Your Public Works Committee 
has conferred with the engineers’ 
department regarding the paving of 
various streets hereinafter men- 


tioned. Your committee desires to 


make this statement in submitting 


this report: 


There are numerous alleys which 
have been brought to the attention 


of this committee. and there are 


various streets ir the industrial dis- 
trict which should he vermanently 
paved. The alleys shou:id be paved 
for sanitary reasons. However, we 
are not going to mae a report re- 
garding the paving of alleys at this 
time, but do recommend that the 
City Bneineer be instryeted to pre- 
pare and present to tne Council the 
necessary ordinances of tntention for 
the paving of the following-named 
streets:
